President Truman’s speech was 


hailed by western Europe today 
as a pronouncement which will 


put teeth into the European Re- 
covery Program. One London pa- 
per termed it a “new Monroe 
Doctrine.” 

It commanded a record Euro- 
pean audience from the Arctic 
Cifcle to Africa and was ac- 
claimed as nothing has been since 
the early days of the war, when 
Europe looked across the Atlantic 
for its survival. 

The Moscow radio, reacting to a 
major foreign pronouncement in 
the unusual time of 13 hours, gave 
a summary of the Truman speech 
the top spot on its regular morn- 
ing news broadcast beamed to 
listeners throughout the Soviet 
Union. Soviet commentators’ at- 
tacks on the address as “western 
imperialism,” began shortly after- 
ward, 

Newspapers and radio stations 
of Soviet satellite countries gen- 
erally took the line that Truman’s 
address was threatening talk in- 
tended to create “war panic.” 

Twin Moves Against Reds. 

Western Europe coupled the 
President’s statement with sign- 
ing of the Brussels five-power 
military, political and economic 
pact yesterday, interpreting them 
broadly as twin means to halt the 
march of Communism, 

Approving comment came from 
spokesmen of some of the coun- 
tries which signed the treaty..A 
French official said, “we know 
that we cannot stand up against 
a major-scale aggression unless 
assisted by the United States.” A 
Dutch Foreign Office spokesman 
called the address a big encour- 
agement to western Europe and 
“the best blessing of the western 
pact.” 

The speech commanded an audi- 
ence of 15,000,000 on the British 
Broadcasting Corporation's facili- 
ties alone. European editors from 
Oslo to Rome held their editions 
for hours to carry a full report. 
Most Government officials, com- 
mon citizens and newspapers saw 
the speech as ushering in a new 
era in the United States by cut- 
ting the final link with America’s 
traditional prewar isolationism. 

The London Foreign Office said 
Britain “warmly welcomed” the 
President's address, “in particular 
the emphasis on the essentially 
defensive character of the Ameri- 
can policy.” “We also note with 
pleasure his re-affirmation of be- 
lief in the United Nations,“ a 
spokesman said, , 

‘Must accept, Face Reality.’ 

British authoritative sources 
and the press said that Truman 
had “put the cards where all 
could see,” but they took sober 
note of the increasing talk of war. 

An editorial, “Facing Facts,” in 
the Government newspaper, the 
Herald, said the request for mill- 
tary training “is a reflection of 
the fear that has come on the 
western world.” 

“It is the fear that even after 
two world wars the danger of 
aggression has’ not passed,” the 
Herald said. “‘Whatever our re- 
luctance, we must accept and face 
reality. Only so can we hope to 
avert catastrophe.” 

The Daily Express, commenting 
that Truman’s program was of 
“spectacular range,” said: “Never 
in all the history of. the United 
States has. a project so ambitious 
and far reaching been put for- 
wird in a time of peace. ... It 
is good news for Europe.” The 
Telegraph said the message “may 
well rank among the greatest pro- 
nouncements of history.” 

The Daily Graphic greeted the 
speech with an editorial entitled 
“A New Monroe Doctrine.” 

“Mr, Truman called on the 
American people to put the full 
strength of the United States be- 
hind the free nations of Europe,” 
the Graphic said. “The Monroe 
Doctrine thus strides across the 
It no longer seeks to 
secure only the Americas.

Reports from Athens to the 
State Department estimated the 
force at 30000 men. The dis- 
patches included other evidence 
that Russia’s Balkan satellites 
may be planning a major aggres- 
sive move in Greece. 1 

Uncertainty whether an attack 
actually will be launched or 
whether the reports are part of a 
Communist war of nerves” add- 
ed to official worries over a world 
situation which President Truman 
has termed “critical.” 

Units Reported in 3 Nations. 
The dispatches were the nearest 
thing yet to confirmation of long 
current rumors that an interna- 
tional force has actually been re- 
cruited to support the guerrillas 
within Greece, As summarized by 
responsible officials, the dis- 
patches said: . 

1. The divisions are believed to 
number roughly about 10,000 men 
each, with the strongest in Yugo- 
slavia near the Greek border, and 
others in Albania and Bulgaria. 
They are belfeved to be composed 
largely of Albanians and Greek 
|expatriates, with a sprinkling 
| from Yugoslavia and the other 
Balkan states which are backing 
the effort to keep Greece in chaos 
and bring the country into the 
Soviet sphere. ° 

2. An attack is believed most 
likely from Albania, and directed 
toward Ioannina, captal of the 
Greek province of Epirus. This 
town of 25,000 is 30 miles from 
the border. Albafila already has 
opened a propaganda offensive 
against Greece, alleging nearly 
600 Greek “provocations” and 
stressing that a state of hostilities 
tsill prevails from World War II. 

Other Purported Moves. 

3. Other preparations considered 
ominous include recent repairing 
of two air strips just inside Greece 
on the shores of Lake Prespa. Re- 
ports also have told of combat 
planes flying along the frontier 
and‘ the presence of Russian or 
Czech military physicians in Ti- 
rana, Albania’s capital.

CHIEF WAR CRIMES 
PROSECUTOR HURT 
IN PARACHUTE LEAP 


BERLIN, March 18 (AP)—Brig. 
Gen Telford Taylor and his wife 
were injured today when they and 
seven other Americans bailed out 
of a C-47 plane and landed in 
Russian-occupied territory in or 
near Berlin. 

Taylor, chief United States war 
crimes, prosecutor in Germany, 
suffered a wrenched back and a 
hip injury. His wife had a leg in- 
jury. Ambulances were sent to 
bring them and the others back to 
the United States sector of Berlin. 

The pilot and co-pilot stayed 
with the plane and made a forced 
landing safely at Gatow airport 
in the British sector of Berlin. 
The plane had carried five crew- 
men, and six passengers. One of 
the crewmen, a sergeant, was in- 
jured. 

The plane took off in rain from 
Tempelhof airfield here, bound for 
Nuernberg, site of the war crimes 
trials.

A mass meeting at which the 
Anti-Slum Commission’s proposal 
for rebuilding a slum area in the 
central part of the city will be 
discussed is to be held next month 
under sponsorship of the Council 
of South St. Louis Business and 
Improvement Associations. 

This action was.voted at a 
meeting of the council last night. 
Some delegates said there were 
questions in their minds about the 
proposal. They wanted such a 
meeting before they voted to put 
the council on record as favoring 
or opposing it. Hugo Weismantel, 
chairman of the legislative com- 
arrange the 
meeting, was directed to get 
speakers on both sides of the is- 
sue. 

The council is made up of rep- 
resentatives of 13 business and 
improvement associations in the 
area from Chouteau avenue south. 
The commission’s tentative pro- 
posal is for a bond issue of $10,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000 to condemn 
the district from Fifteenth street 
to Grand boulevard, Market street 
to Olive street, clear the land and 
resell it at a reduced price to 
housing corporations for redevel- 
opment. 

The council also heard a spir- 
ited talk on behalf of the plan 
for rehabilitation of an extensive 
South Broadway neighborhood by 
Joseph F. Holland, delegate to the 
council from the South Broadway 
Merchants and Manufacturers As- 
sociation. The area is classified 
by the City Plan Commission as 
a blighted area, and Holland 
stréssed that the measures to be 
taken there are different from 
those planned in the slum area. 

“No one is going to run a bull- 
dozer through this respected old 
South St. Louis neighborhood,” 
Holland said. There are some 
beautiful places there and only a 
brutal kind of man would want to 
tear them down.

Military 


Only All-Out Effort Will Turn Tide and 
Save Region From Reds, He Tells 


Leaders. 


NANKING, March 18 (AP)— 
Chiang Kai-shek said today this 
is “the hour of decision” in the 
government’s campaign to defeat 
the Communists in central China. 

“Unless an all-out effort is made 
to turn the tide of war in central 
China, the last reservoir of 
Kuomintang (Government party) 
power faces complete collapse,” he 
told a conference of military lead- 
ers and governors of six central 
provinces. 

Chiang’s pessimism over central 
China surprised neutral observers. 


There has been little news of 
fighting in that area for weeks. 
It apparently has been over- 
shadowed by government defeats 
in Manchuria, marked by the re- 
cent fall of the big cities of 
Szepingkal and Kirin. 
Pro-government dispatches to 
Peiping reported the Communists 
were converging on isolated 
Changchun from every direction, 
Residents of outlying villages 
were flocking into the Manchurian 
capital as the Reds approached. 
The Chinese press said govern- 
ment troops opened a highway to 
Mukden, but Changchun, 170 miles 
farther northeast, remains encir- 
cled. Mobile Red units were said 
to be active within 10 miles of the 
capital, where the food supply was 
low. They attacked an airfield 
only five miles south of Chang- 
chun but were reported routed. 
In northern Kiangsu province, 
20,000 Communists were reported 
attacking Yiling, about 180 miles 


northwest of Shanghai. Artillery | 


supported the assault. Govern- 
ment planes were aiding the de- 
fenders.

Hearst 
served two terms in Congress 
from New York, but was defeated 
twice for the New York City 
mayoralty and once’ ve the New 
York governorship. 

The “Chief” Gives Orders. 

Today, ailing at his fabulous 
California ranch of San Simeon, 
“Willie” Hearst seems to be hav- 
ing the time of his life running 
for President through -his proxy, 
Douglas MacArthur. Day and 
night the Hearst secretaries dis- 

atch lengthy wires to Hearst ed- 

ors all over the country instruct- 
ing them how the “Chief” wants 
them 4o promote the MacArthur 
campaign — what photographs, 
headlines, news stories and edi- 
torials to use, and how often. 
Needless to say, a word from the 
“Chief” is quickly reflected in 
Gothic bold screamers on the 
newsstands. 

Thus the idea is hammered 
home that tHe logical, the inevita- 
ble man for the White House is 
one Douglas: MacArthur. And 
Hearst makes no bones about his 
feats of editorial engineering; 
freely he admits the MacArthur 
ship of state was “launched” by 
the Hearst shipyards. 

Shortly after MacArthur an- 
nounced last week that, like 
Barkis, he was willin’, the Chief“ 
wired his editors that hereafter a 
picture of Gen. MacArthur was to 
be printed on page one in the 
daily newspapers once a week and 
every Sunday as well. This was 
the bare minimum, and editors 
were given carte blanche to use 
page one MacArthur pictures 
more often if they saw fit. 

Immediately prior to the Wis- 
consin preferential primary of 
April 6, it will be advisable to 
use MacArthur pictures more fre- 
quently, Hearst told his editors.

Mr. Truman’s Speech 

‘Mr. Truman did a bold thing in going before 
Congress yesterday to call a spade a spade and 
to serve notice on Soviet Russia that this coun- 
try means business. He did a bold thing in ask- 
ing for the temporary revival of selective serv- 
ice and in renewing his appeal for universal 
training. And, of course, his plea for speed 
in enacting the Marshall plan is to meet a need 


that everyone recognizes as urgent. In this three- | 


point plan, the President should have the sup- 
port of Congress and the people. 

When the President described the European 
situation as eritical, he went even beyond Secre- 
tary Marshall’s statement the other day that it 
is “very, very serious.” Mr. Truman is no alarm- 
ist; in fact, there has been criticism of him for 


not previously speaking out to warn the country” 


of the perils that exist as Soviet Russia continues 
to follow a campaign of aggression. That ag- 
gression, in terms of people enslaved and in ter- 
ritory, exceeds the aggression of Adolf Hitler. 
By excellent timing, the President spoke just 
as five nations of Western Europe were signing 
a defense alliance. In Brussels, just as Mr. Tru- 
man was speaking before a joint session of Con- 
gress in Washington, Britain, France, The Neth- 
erlands, Belgium and Luxembourg were solemn- 
ly pledging themselves to resist Russian attack. 
Mr. Truman praised this as “a notable step in 


the direction of unity in Europe,” and added: 


“This development deserves our full support.” 
. — * 

It is unusual in American diplomacy for the 
head of this nation, in time of peace (however 
disturbed), to denounce another nation by name. 
This Mr. Truman did. He minced no words in 
accusing Russia of keeping the world in a state 
of postwar turmoil. He accused that nation of 
seeking to prevent the establishment of a just 
and honorable peace; of violating. agreements; 
of obstructing the United Nations by constant 
abuse of the veto; of destroying the independent 
character of a whole series of nations in East- 
ern and Central Europe; of, bringing pressure 
against Finland, to the hazard of the entire Scan- 
dinavian peninsula; and of seeking to wreck the 
Marshall plan. 

That is a formidable indictment; it can be but- 
tressed at each point by a wealth of documentary 


‘evidence. Summed up, it means that the cold 


war has become hot. It méans that Soviet Rus- 
sia has advanced far into Europe, enslaving one 
country after another, and fastening upon each 
the horrible and repulsive system of the police 
state. Under such a system, no man can call 
his soul his own. He cannot move about his 
daily business without fear of being shadowed. 
If he is in the slightest degree rebellious, he 
stands to pay for it with imprisonment or with 
his blood. 

How to check such a wave of terror is some- 
thing the Unjted States must find a way to do. 
Mr. Truman made a good start yesterday in his 
three-point program and his extension of moral 
support to the five-nation pact. He gave the Krem- 
lin to understand that the United States is dead- 
ly serious. By passing the Marshall plan, Con- 


gress can fight with American funds the creep- 


ing encroachment of Communism on Western 
Europe. Italy has already been warned by the 
State Department that it can expect no funds 
from the Marshall plan if that country goes 
Communist April 18. 
' * — * 

Meantime, our top defense officials have been 
meeting in Key West and yesterday their agree- 
ment was announced to increase the Army Air 
Forces by almost doubleyand greatly to strength- 
en the naval air arm. That would bring Ameri- 
can air power close: to the 20,800-plane strength 
recommended by the President's Air Policy Com- 
mission in its recent report. At the same time, 
House Republican leaders pledged themselves to 
provide the armed forces with absolutely every- 
thing needed“ for the national security. 

The President's appeal for a limited and tem- 
porary selective service is not radical. It is de- 
signed only to bring the armed forces up to 
authorized strength. At present, the Army has 
less than 10 divisions and they are all under- 
manned. The Army has 550,000 men, the Air 
Force 360,000, the Navy 470,000 and the National 


Guard about 225,000. It is estimated by Chair- 
‘man Andrews of the House Armed Services 


Committee that limited selective service would 


put only about 300,000 to 400,000 men in uni- 
form. 


As for universal training, the leaders of our 
armed forces have repeatedly asked for it, and 
the idea has been indorsed by thousands of emi- 
nent citizens and public-spirited organizations. 
It has also been overwhelmingly approved by 
polls of public opinion. The bill probably would 
have passed Congress some time ago, but it has 
been bottled up in the House Rules Committee, 
which possesses almost dictatorial power over 
House legislation. As Ambassador Bedell Smith 


Wired Secretary Marshall from Moscow the other 


day: “Can you get Congress to act quickly on 
UMT? That is the only language that is under- 
stood here.“

It is not to be expected that Mr. Truman’s 
speech by ftself is going to end the ideological 
conflict raging all over the world. The cold 
war will no dqubt go on. But Russia has now 
learned how profoundly shocked the United 
States is over the destruction of the free state 
of Czechoslovakia. ‘That was the spark that 
aroused American opinion and brought to a 
focus the whole question of Russian aggression 
that has been apparent in the Balkans since the 
war ended. 

Since Russia evidently respects only toughness 
and strength, the United States will continue to 
have to demonstrate both those qualities. Presi- 
dent Truman made a good beginning yesterday.

Before the war the Ruhr alone produced nearly 
a fourth of all the coal and nearly a third of all 
the steel produced in Europe. 

Therefore, when the 16 Marshall plan nations 
voted yesterday to include this area in the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program, they were giving new 
hope not only to Western Germany but to them- 
selves as well. German production will be dove- 
tailed into the production of the other members 
of ERP, trade barriers will be lowered and 
transportation facilities pooled. 

Admission into ERP should give the Germans 
political as well as economic hope. The Ger- 
mans can regard admission to ERP as a proba-

School Board Free-for-Alls? 


By a vote of 88 to 16, the lower house of the 
Legislature has passed a bill which would put 
the names of St. Louis Board of Education 
candidates on the ballots on payment of a $100 
fee. The size of the vote shows that the legis- 
lators realize the shortcomings of the present 
system of requiring candidates to submit pe- 
titions with not less than 8000 signatures. 

That system ought to go. It is wide open to 
fraud, and it discourages many a desirable can- 
didate by its burdensomeness. The fee system, 
however, is no real improvement. It would 
make things easier for a non-political candidate, 
but it would offer the same advantage to those 
seeking election for selfish reasons. 

A better plan is available. Almost four 


years ago to the day—on March 21, 1944—+the . 


Post-Dispatch proposed an adaptation of the 


system under which judicial vacancies are 80 


satisfactorily filled. It called for “the appoint- 
ment of Board of Education members by the 
Mayor, from a list of nominees drawn up by 
a competent panel, with the public to vote on 
each member after, say, two years of his term 
have elapsed.” 

This plan embraces the best features of ap- 
pointment and election. With responsibility 
focussed on the mayor, it is inconceivable that he 
would dare to appoint individuals as sorry as 
some of those who have slipped onto the board 
in the past. The panel for selecting nominees 
offers a further safeguard. And the voter would 
have the last word. He would speak it with 
a record of performance before him, rather 
than in ignorance of a candidate’s merit. 

This plan was submitted to the legislators by 
Representative Fred R. Columbo. It was de- 
feated in 1945. by men with an eye more on 
politics than on better education. If the legis- 
lators really want to do the school children 


and the taxpayers of St. Louis a favor in this 


waning session, they would do far better to 
revive this measure than to turn the Board of 


Education elections into free-for-alls open to 


anybody with $100 to spare.

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A Worthy Bill Progresses 


An excellent day's work was done by the 
Election Committee of the Missouri Senate 
when it recommended passage of à bill to 
authorize cities or counties to use voting ma- 
chines in their polling places. 

The case for voting machines was succinctly 
stated by Lamar W. Dye, Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney for Jackson County, in his testimony 
before the committee. Mr. Dye, who knows what 
he is talking about, said: 

Most crooked elections are stolen after the 
polls are closed, Voting machines not only 
facilitate the work of election officials, but 
give an accurate and honest count. They 
will stop the “short-pencil artists” who spe- 
cialize in making a dishonest tabulation of 

the ballots. 


The pending voting machines bill passed the 
House last year with almost no opposition. The 


sponsoring Representatives (Eaves, Thomas and 


Sendlein of St. Louis, and Beals, Brown and 
Alice Tanner of Kansas City) made clear that 
voting machines would be forced on no com- 
munity. Only those cities or counties which 
approved machines would install them. 

Community groups in Kansas City are mak- 
ing sure that their Senators know that this bill 
is in the civic interest. The Mayor and City 
Council both are on record in its favor. The 
Kansas City chapter of the AVC, the Kansas 
City Chamber of Commerce and the Kansas 
City League of Women Voters all are in active 
support. Even the Democratic and Republican 
county party committees have declared them- 
selves. 

The very heart of democracy is honest elec- 
tions. If cities are having a hard time in ob- 
taining the services of satisfactory personnel to 
serve as election judges and clerks (because of 
the extremely long hours), they should be in a 
position to employ voting machines. It is hard 
to see how anyone could object to a bill which 
is merely permissive and leaves each city and 
county free to continue as at present or to make 
a change, as it prefers.

The Davises were re- 
ported to have been on their way 
home from a trip to California 
when Mrs. Davis became ill. . 

The Davises’s marriage at the 
Mayflower Hotel was one of the 
highlights of the 1946 Washing- 
ton social season. 

Davis, formerly of Independence, 
Mo., and a close friend of Presi- 
dent Truman and his family, has 
been prominent in New York 
theatrical life for several years as 
a radio and stage producer. Davis 
is 46. The hospital listed Mrs.

They are doing this by seizing 
positions which enable them to 
dominate the areas which we 
should need in order to use our 
superior weapons. Their answer, 
then, to the atomic bomb and our 
air and sea power is to take 
possession of places from 
which we can employ them effec, 
tively—and from these places to 
use their army to divide and para-

The Journal, which represents

L. Lewis, also urged that the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Mines be di- 
vorced from the Department of 
the Interior arid reconstituted ‘as 
an independent agency. . 

In fact, safety legislation and 
the proposal to take the Bureau 
of Mines away from the Interior 
Department were bound together 
in this manner: | 

“The Jourial has advocated for 
a long time that the Bureau of 
Mines be removed from the De- 
up as an independent agency that 
will give its sole attention to coal 
mining, the development of by- 
products of coal and the conver- 
sion of coal into synthetic fuels 
on a cost basis that will make it 
competitive with oll well produc- 
tion. 

“We think it dithe duty of Con- 
gress to an over-all mine 
safety code giving United States 
mine inspectors police power to 
enforce their recommendations 
and to set up the Bureau of Mines 
as an independent agency where 
the power of administration, en- 
forcement and direction of the 
Uniter States inspection force will 
be vested.” 


Possible Policy Shift.

N June 18, 1910, Teddy: Roosevelt 
0 came home from a long tour abroad, 
and received a hero's welcome. But 

he declined to visit the White House, 
and spent much time interviewing the 
anti-Taft insurgents at Oyster Bay. 
Soon the whole country knew that 
Roosevelt and Taft were drifting apart. 
Taft saw no reason for this, but 
Roosevelt could find many reasons—all 
his reforms, he complained, were being 
undone by Taft and the old guard. 
The chief reason, however, was that 
Teddy was still a strenuous politician 
and was itching for another big scrap. 

Im feeling like a bull moose,” 
he shrilled to a reporter in 1912, and 
thereby put antlers on his new Progres- 
sive party. 

The Progressive platform called for 
many reforms: woman suffrage, the 
direct primary, abolition of child labor, 
a limit to injunctions: against strikes, 
and the recall of judicial decisions by 
popular vote. But the Democratic can- 
didate, Dr. Woodrow Wilson, also called 
for reforms, and so did Taft, for that 
matter. As the three-cornered cam- 
paigh wore on, Teddy grew tired and 
the voters grew distinctly bored, In 
October, there was a flash of drama 
when an anti-third-term fanatic shot 
Roosevelt in front of a Milwaukee hotel, 
The bullet passed through his glasses 
case and a copy of a speech and lodged 
in his right lung. But Teddy made the 
speech on schedule. “There is a bullet 
in my body,” he told his audience, “But 
it takes more than that to kill a Bull 
“Moose.” 

In November Roosevelt outran Taft 
with 4,126,020 votes to 3,483,922, But 4

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High Blood Pressure 
By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


ORE and more nerve cutting 
M operations are being per- 

formed for high blood pres- 
sure, Often these give some re- 
lief, often they do not. One of 
the big problems of this type of 
surgery has been to pick before- 
hand those cases which would re- 
spond well to the operation. 

Recently a drug has shown 
promise in this respect. The name 
of the drug is tetraethylammoni- 
um bromide. 

When taken by mouth, this drug 
is poorly absorbed, For this rea- 
son it is necessary to inject it 
inside the vein: The property of 
the drug which makes it useful 
is that it blocks nerve impulses at 
various nerve centers. The stc- 
cess of the operation also depends 
on b the flow of the im- 
pulse by cutting nerves which 
stimulate the It was nat- 
urally reasoned that perhaps the 
drug could be tried first. When 
a drop in blood pressure followed, 
it was felt that the operative 
chances of success were higher. 
Alth this test has proved a 
valuable aid in the pre-operative 
study of these cases, it is not in- 
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fallible. Other tests and studies 
must also be performed prior to 
the operation, 

Question:“I have been bothered 
for years with piles. Several mem- 
bers of my family have been 
troubled with the same condition. 
Does it run in families and can 
it be cured?” 

Answer: Piles, or hemorrhoids 
as they are referred to medically, 
are really dilated (widened) veins 
about the rectal area. These piles 
may be either internal or external, 
depending upon whether they are 
above or below the opening. Fre- 
quently internal piles may drop, 
and they are then said to be pro- 
lapsed; if they ulcerate, bleeding 
results. This bleeding may be of 
small or large amount. 


It is thought that these widened 
and engorged veins have weak- 


‘ened valves, and there is often a 


tendency for this condition to oc- 
cur in the same family (heredi- 
tary tendency). 

Piles may either cause or result 
from constipation. When this con- 
stipation is relieved or cured, the 
condition often clears up.

THE WORD ROUTE. 


HE English words rout and 

route, as we learned in 4 

previous column, are different 
forms of the French noun route. 
We also learned that in English 
the word route has two 
tioned pronunciations: root and 
rout, the later prevailing among 
the people as a whole and being 
universally heard in commercial 
and railroad usage. 

Now why is it that most Ameri- 
cans feel more comfortable in say- 
ing “rout” than they do in saying 
“root”? It is a simple matter of 
connotation, or, to use a more fa- 
miliar term, word association. 

The connotation or suggestive 
significance of a word strongly 
influences its pronunciation, and 
vice versa. It is so with the pro- 
nunciation “root” for route, for 
“root” suggests (1) the root of a 
plant; (2) to take root im the soil; 
(3) to root up, as of weeds; (4) to 
root in the ground, as a hog; (5) 
a mathematical factor, as the 
cube root; (6) the primary form or 
stem of a word; (7) a cause or 
source, as the root of evil; (8) the 


root of a tooth; (9) to root or 


push with the nose or snout; (10) 
to root for the home team, 

On the other hand, the pro- 
ninciation “rout” for route has 
but two other associations: (1) to 
rout or scoop out with a gouge; 
(2) to put to rout, as in repulsing 
an enemy. 

Now we see that the pronuncia- 
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tion “root” has stronger and many 
more associations to disturb us 
than has the pronunciation “rout.” 

For example, if one should say, 
“The railroad ‘rooted’ us to New 
York by way of Washington,” a 
grotesque image pops into one’s 
mind. Not so with, “The railroad 
‘routed’ us..." 

This, I believe, is the chief rea- 
son why the “root” pronunciation 
acts as a stoplight of speech, 

And certainly “ou” when fol- 
lowed by “t” suggests the sound 
of “out” to our ears—bout; clout, 
gout, lout, out, pout, rout, scout, 
about, snout, spout. 

Bo the choice is yours; you may 
say either “rout” or “route” with 
equal correctness.

Busch Family in Earlier 


“How Happy We Were and What Fun We Had," Writes 
Alice Busch Tilton in Book, "Remembering," Which Kinsmen 
Received as Gift—Rich in Reminiscences of Childhood

HE nieces and nephews’ sis- 

ters, brother, and other rela- 

tives of Alice Busch Tilton 
were surprised .to receive as a 
Christmas gift last year a book. 
Not an ordinary book but a book 
of memories, written by Mrs. Til- 
ton and containing reminiscences 
of the entire Busch family, de- 
scendants of the founders of the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co. 
There they found recollections of 
their childhood, their homes, their 
servants, their travels, accounts of 
family celebrations and holidays 
and jokes and traditions, 

“I did it instead of knitting 
socks,” Mrs. Tilton explained her 
writing of “Remembering,” and 
certainly as much loving care went 
into it as into any loving-hands- 
athome product. Printed in lim- 
ited numbers, the book was dis- 
tributed to the family only, but 
even an outsider reading it senses 
the charm and appeal of a happy 
childhood in the pre-war era. 

“How happy we were and what 
fun we had,” Mrs. Tilton writes in 
a typical story of the days at 
Busch Place Number One, home 
of ber grandparents, Adolphus 
Busah and Lily Anheuser Busch, 
and “Busch Place Number Two 
across the road, where August 
A. and Alice Zisemann Busch 
lived with their children, Adolphus, 
Marie, Clara, August Jr., and 
Alice, the author. 

Busch Place Number One was 
a house with the “solid beauty of 
the Victorian era,” and always 
smelling of grandmother's violet 
perfume. She recalls the Aubus- 
son rugs, the Zorn portraits, the 
Nip cabinet with its treasures of 
miniature gold chairs, bronze kite 
tens, an angel driving a chariot, 
but what impressed her most 
were the dishes of mints that 
looked like little curls and were 
made to match the rooms, green 
for*the Green Room, pink for the 
Rose Room. 

“Then came the dining room,” 
she recalls, “a huge, narrow long 
affair with a bay window at the 
end. It had to be long to seat the 
House of Busch. Off this room 
came my favorite spot because 
there I could find my dearest 
friends and the sweetest people I 
ever knew: Wenzel, 
who ushered me in and always 
made me feel that I was a Prin- 
cess git of my favorite Grimm's 
fairy’ tale; Babette, my  grand- 
mother’s maid, who never failed 
to tell me I was getting to be 
quite a young lady—music to my 
ears; little Barbara, the parlor 
maid, Big Barbara, the waitress 
whom I loved, and Struzie, the 
cook, who made the most delic- 
ious cinnamon waffles in all the 
world, with huge waffle irons 
with birds printed on them. In 
the pantry there was a little win- 
dow where Wenzel always found 
time td hand out white and pink 
chocolate squares if I were out- 
side playing in the garden.” 

Next door was the Brewery—a 
“large and delicious smelling 
plant,” but emitting so much 
smoke that the lace curtains were 
changed throughout the house ev- 
ery two weeks. In compensation 
there was a large park around 
the brewery and it was here that 
St. Nicholas (impersonated by a 
watchman ringing bells) visited 
each Dec. 7. The next morning 
there would be stockings, a doll 
at the top, an orange in the toe, 
and above the stockings, a gin- 
gerbread Santa Claus with red su- 
gar hat and cotton beard, to be 


the butler, 
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kept for weeks and eaten when 
quite stale. ‘ 

“I think it was a most practical 
plan to have our stockings on the 
seventh of December, because 
from that time on, until Christ- 


mas, I resembled an angel,” she 


writes. My brother, Gussie, how- 
ever, never did.”

HRISTMAS EVE there was al- 

ways a party at Busch Place 

Number One, a beautiful tree 
with a wax angel on top. And at 
home the next morning was their 
tree which turned and played 
“Holy Night,” and was lighted 
with candles. 

“Uncle Otto always stood ready 
with a bucket of water and a new 
mop just in case of fire,” she says. 
“Nothing ever happened but I 
always had the feeling Uncle Otto 
kind of wished it would.” 


One wonderful Christmas she 
recalls she got an elaborate doll- 
house which met with a sad fate 
when brother Gussie . persuaded 
her to play fire“ with his new 
fire engine set. 

There are other Busch Place 
memories, the Pope Toledo auto- 
mobile with a wicker and yellow 
body and a large trunk on top; 
their nurses, the Stussel family; 
the bathroom that was so large 
that the children used it for a 
playroom, playing jacks on a ma- 
hogany table in the center, pump- 
ing father’s barber chair up and 


down. Gussie once had an emer- 
gency appendectomy there and his 
appendix, in the alcohol bottle, 
was buried in the salvia bed, 
“making Gussie much too impor- 
tant to suit me,” the author says 
candidly. She had her own share 
of excitement, however, the day 
she drank from the iodine bottle. 

Gussie wasn’t always in bad 
graces with his lit ister. Some- 
times he would work magic tricks, 
or so she thought. By saying, “Ho- 
cus Pocus, Sixth and Locust,” he 
could make pink soda appear be- 
hind a log or tree of his choosing. 

Each year the family went to 
Germany to visit their grandpar- 
ents’ Villa Lily Langenschwalbach, 
and one year they joined sister 
Marie who had gone abroad, 
“completely alone,” except for a 
friend of the family, a nurse, her 
aunt, and a maid, 

The Villa was an enchanted 
place, surrounded by a forest with 
endless paths and statues of all 
the fairy tale characters along 
the paths—Hansel and Gretel and 
the witch’s house, Snow White and 
the seven dwarfs, Red Riding 
Hood who always had fresh flow- 
ers in one hand.

Pitfalls te Avoid in Old Age

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OMETIMES age brings wis- 

dom. Sometimes, as Knut 

Hamsun remarked, it brings 
nothing but age, 

Mr. L. is wise enough to want 
to avoid the latter possibility. “I 
have just been retired, at the age 
of 65, from the position I held for 
nearly a quarter of a century,” he 
writes. “I can live on my savings 
if inflation doesn’t get much 
worse; but I want really to- live, 
not merely exist in the condition 
of a decayed vegetable. What are 
the most important principles of 
mental hygiene for the elderly?” 

That’s a large order, Mr. L. It 
deserves a book rather than a few 
paragraphs. But there are several 
practical points worth mentioning 
because neglect of them often gets 
the elderly into difficulties, 
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FINANCIAL. Retain your inde- 
pendence. Sometimes an aged 
parent turns his funds over to 
his offspring with the understand- 
ing that they will take care of 


him as long as he lives. Don’t do 
it! “Devoted children will not 
demand this action, and the 
greedy ones are more to be dread- 


ed than any other type of graft- 


er,” as psychiatrist Nolan D. C. 
Lewis puts it. 
Personal appearance. One of 
the common complaints is that 
old people let themselves get run 
down, physically offensive, or un- 
tidy. You’re not old enough to 


incur that danger to any great ex- 
tent; but watch yourself. 

Conversation. One of the most 
notorious evils of the elderly is 
their tendency to fall into anec- 
dotage; to relate over and over 
again the details of the battle of 
San Juan Hill in the Spanish- 
American war, or whatever it may 
be. As a corrective, someone has 
suggested that an elderly person 
should make it a point hever to 
refer to any event that happened 
more than 12 months ago.
